OBVERSE :—This face of the Coin shall bear Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar in the centre 
with the Legend ''fl-ftfijir awd” ‘ n ' Hindi inscribed below, flanked on the left upper 
periphery with the word ‘‘nTCr’’ in Hindi and on the right upper periphery with the word 
"INDIA”. Below the Lion Capital, it shall also bear the denominational value ‘2* in inter¬ 
national numerals flanked on the left lower periphery with the word in Hindi and 

on the right lower periphery with the word "RUPEES”. The outer shape of the coin shall 
be eleven sided. 

REVERSE ;—This face of the Coin shall bear the image of a Bull head flanked on both 
sides by Wheat-ear and land tilling implements. Upper side of the bull head bear the 'inscrip¬ 
tion "qtft tpraf f in Hindi and lower side of the bull head bear the inscription "AGRI 

EXPO 95” in English and the year in international numeral “1995” . On the left outer peri¬ 
phery flanked with the inscription "GLOBALIZING INDIAN AGRICULTURE” and on the 
right outer periphery with the inscription "sTRtfrtr yftr tpr fipw BqTtjfitfTvr". The outer 
shape of the Coin shall be eleven sided.
